Another Safe Is Cracked 
in Brooklyn in Worst 
Outbreak in Crime in 
New York in Months. 


New York, August 11.—On one of 
the summer’s hot, sticky days, a po- 
liceman’s bullet killed a gunman, and 
gunmen’s bullets killed one policeman 
and seriously wounded another, while 
an officer, slain Saturday night by 
suspected robbers, was buried. In the 
past six days, three policemen have 
been shot and killed. 

While gunmen and police were 
shooting it out in Manhattan, a fourtly 
bandit directing three rough looking 
assistants held up a bank in Queens 
and got away with $13,000. 

On top of this came a report that 
a safe in Brooklyn had been opened 
a few days ago and $600 in cash 
taken. 

It was the worst crime outbreak in 
Ne; York in months. Those charged 
with law enforcement immediately got 
into action.

Dettly’s suit ig the present Mrs. 
Meier. : 
Edenborn denied the allegations in 
th> suit and it was dismigsed in 1879 
when Miss Dettly failed te post se 
curity for court costs. 

The old documents were introduced 
in an effort to dispute Mrs. Meier's 
claim that her mother was married to 
Edenborn and, therefore, Mrs. Meier, 
as a legitimate daughter, is cntitled to 
sLare in the Edenborn millions.

UnIO'S ELECTIONS 
TURN UPON TWO 
NATIONAL ISSUES 


Prohibition and Presiden- 
tial Nomination Involv- 
ed Following Victory 
Scored by Pomerene.

Washington, August 11.—Ohio now 
becomes a strategic state with refer- 
ence to two nationally absorbing ques- 
tions—the 1928 presidential contest 
and prohibition—due to the nomina- 
tion yesterday of former Senator Atlee 
Pomerene as the democratic candidate 
for United States senator. 

He will run against Senator Frank 
B. Willis, one of the dryest and most 
regular republicans in the senate, one 
of the Anti-Saloon league's most will- 


ing workers, Pomerene is ‘sufficiently 


wet .oc ineur the opposition of the or- 
ganized drys. This situation alone is 
likely to make prohibition the chief 
issue. 


Drys Have Won. ; 
In two. previous referendums, Oliio 


has voted dry. In 1919 a 2.75 per 
cent beer proposal drew a dry ma- 
jority of 29,000 and in 1922 a similar 
referendum gave a dry majority of 
189,000. This dry majority is largely 
the product of the Anti-Saloon league, 
which was born in Westerville, Ohio, 
and still has its national headquarters 
there. Pomerene has the opposition of 
this powerful organization, of many 
women who still remember his hos- 
tility to suffrage, and of the. railroad 
brotherhoods whose antagonism he in- 
curred by opposing the Plumb plan 
and supporting the Esch-Cummins act, 
making three formidable groups of 


voters which he must hurdle to beat 
Willis. If he wins in face of these 
handicaps he will become one of the 
leading possibilities for the democratic 
presidential nomination, as. he was in 
1922 until the mild, soft-footed Fess 
beat him for reelection by 50,000 votes. 

Pomerene and Willis are opposites, 
personally as well as politically. It is 
common knowledge in Washington that 
fellow senators take a rather superior 
air toward Willis. But he has never 
been subdued by such tactics. He is 
most at home on the stump, where his 
powerful voice can carry to an au- 
dience of any size without the aid of 
amplifiers. He is a stalwart fellow 
with an easy humor that is always on 
the surface—a pleasant, aggressive 
talker who can make the voters throw 
their hats in the air. 

Pomerene Is Aggressive. 

Pomerene, on the contrary, is not 
quite so bold on the stump but he is 
more aggressive in the senate and he 
rises to his best when he is engaged in 
a senatorial duel over some intricate 
railroad or legal problem. He won the 
respect of his colleagues by his skill 
on the floor and in committee and in 
Washington he was regarded as a 
likely contender for the last democratic 
presidential nomination. But this en- 
thusiasm proved to be non-portable for 
when he went back to Ohio for reelec- 
tion, Fess, a quiet little man who had 
been carrying water for the adminis- 
tration in the house, beat him and 
— one well-budded presidential or- 
chid. 

Even should Pomerene defeat Wil- 
lis, he still will have more paths to 
clear before he can get far in any 
nominating convention, for Governor 
Donahey is running for his third term 
in Ohio and has the advantage in the 
early betting. If he is elected, he will 
start advertising himself nationally 
and gunning for delegates at home. He 
and ne will have a hard fight 
over the favorite son endorsement.

ANOTHER TAX CUT 
DEGLARED LIKELY 


FOR U.S. IN 1928 


President Slashes $100,- | 


000,000 From Depart- 
mental Estimates of Ex- 
penditures for Year.

Paul Smith’s, N. Y., August 11.— 
Paving the way ior anvther tar re- 
duction possibly in 1928, President 
Coolidge today slashed $100,000,000 
from departmental estimates of the 
expenditures of the government for 
this fiscal year. 

Whether it will be possible to re- 
duce taxes materially in 1928 will de- 
pend mainly on the business activity 
of the country in the megntitme. 
prosperity cotifinues unchecked and. 
business continues to expand at the 
present rate business profits will be 
éformously increased for the calendar 
years 1926 and 1927 and the amount 
received from income taxes will be 


increased proportionately. 
- Revenue Gain » Expected. 

Although the prospective surplus 
for the current fiscal year is esti- 
mated at not more than $185,000,000 
and no surplus ig _yet in sight for the 
1928 fiscal year, it begins to look as 
if the most optimistic estimates of 
the volume of revenue to be expected 
from the recently reduced rate of 
taxes will be enormously exceeded. 
Government officials. would not be 
surprised if it should prove feasible 
to reduce taxes again in 1928 to the 
extent of $300,000,000 


In the opinion of the president the 
cost of administering the government 
cannot be reduced further. He does 
not expect to accomplish more than 
to hold it approximately stationary 
for several years. That will make 
further tax reduction dependent on 
the extent to which expanding busi- 
ness increases tax revenue above the 
expense of the government and the 
extent to which retirement of the 
public debt decreases the annual in- 
terest charge on liberty bonds which 
the government must meet. The 
treasury is now employing’ every 
available dollar of surplus for retire- 
ment of the debt and the increasing 
payments of our European debtors on 
war debts will operate to reduce the 
interest charge still further.

The president made his slash of 
$100,000,000 in the primary ‘estimates 
for — in mer gg wep: of a confer- 
ence today wit rigadier General 
Herbert M. Lord, director of the bud- 
get. General Lord brought from 
Washington the detailed requests for 
appropriations which each department 
is asking for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, . 1928. Each department 
head had held down his estimates in 
accord with the instructions of the 
president that the total of all de- 
partments must not materially exceed 
the $3,215,000,000 appropriated for 
the current fiscal year ending July 


, 1927. 
Mr. Coolidge found that the appro- 
pte requested for 1928 totalled 
,369,000,000, an increase of $154,- 
000,000 over the total voted for this 
year.

For French Woman Poisoner 


Death Sentence Committed ri 


: FRANCE REFUSES TO BREAK PRECEDENT 


BY RALPH HEINZEN. 
Paris, August 11.—President Dou- 
mergue has commuted the death sen- 


Ftense of “La Sierri,” the woman poi- 


soner of Nimes, thus refusing to break 
the precedent 40 years’ standing 
against execution of a French woman 
on the guillotine. 

Word was sent to President Gouy, 
of the Nimes court cf assizes, Wednes- 
day, fastructing nim that the woman 
convicted of murdering six persons for 
the pleasure of killing was to be sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 

Condemned murderers in France are 


not known by conventional forms of 
address. And so Madame Sierri, upon 
her conviction last April for a series 
of the most brutal crimes in the mod- 
ern history of the country, became “La 
Sierri.” 


The last woman to be executed on 
the guillotine was “La Thomas,” an- 
other murderess whose life was claim- 
ed by the state in 1886. 

La Sierri killed for the pleasure of 
killing, rather than for the motive of 
robbing. . Her victims were of all ages. 
She held a sick girl of 18 to her breast, 
crooned hopeful phrases and pressed 
to her lips a poison so deadly that 10 
d would kill a man. : 
She filled the coffee of an infirm 
neighbor of 80 with arsenic, but the 
old man had a constitution of iron 
and lived through the ordeal to enter 
court and give evidence against her. 

She went inte homes to nurse the 
sick and left a trail of deaths in her 
wake, most of which were traced to 
her poisons. She was tried on the 
specific charge of having killed six 
persons with poison, one of whom was 
her lover.

Tundershowers are expected to con- 
tinue today, according to Mr. Von 
Herrmann’s forecast, with tempera- 
tures ranging from 72 to 84 degrees 
The highest temperature Wednesday 
wa: 86 and the minimum 67 degrees. 
During the storm Wednesday the mer- 
cury tumbled from its peak mark of 
the day, 86 degrees, to 67 degrees—a 
drop of 19 degrees in less than two 
hours. 

This torrential rain caused great 
damage in every low-lying section of 
the city, flooding basements, in some 
instances ‘ower floors of houses, and 
turning streets into veritable rivers. 
The cloudburst was principally local, 
it was reported, only Atlanta and its 
nearest suburbs suffering any damage.

Washington, August 11—(4)—The 
law is being violated in the handling 
of Muscle Shoals, Senator McKellar, 
democrat, Tennessee, declared today 
upon his return from the south. Sen- 
ator McKeller said that the goveru- 
ment has “turned this plant over to 
the Alabama Power company, which 
is operating it for some small return. 
In other words, the act is beimg spe 
cifieally violated at the present time.” 

The act creating Muscle Shoals pro- 
vided that it sheuld be operated solely 
by the govern atid the president 
was given full power to build and op-| 
erate the plant, and not in conjunc- 
tion with any private enterprise. it 
was pointed out. 

“Tl am unalterably opposét to any 
proposed law which would authorize 
the turning over of this plant to pri- 
vate interests, and I shall fight to the 
last ditch any proposal to turn it 
over to the monopoly or to anyone else 
in violation of the terms and Spkohe 
act under which it was developed,” the 
Tennessee senator declared. 

Terms of 10926 Act. 

“Tf the government would carry out 
the terms of the act of 1916 under 
which this plant was built and sell 
this power to users of current within 
economical transmission distance of 
the plant, it would be the greatest 
boon that could possibly happen to the 
states in which the power could be 
distribued. On the other hand, if the 
government turns it over to the Ala- 
bama Power company and its asso- 
ciates, it will never do a single person 
any good except those people to whom 
the plant is transferred 

“The power monopoly is exacting 
exorbitant rates from the. people in 
that part of the country now, and it 
is not even suggested by them that 
if they get this plant they will reduce 
the rate. It is inconceivable how any 
fair-minded person knowing the facts 
would be willing to transfer this great 
power plant te any private interests.”

It has not been 
aggressive and there are ‘good rea- 
sons to belfeve it~will not be more 
so now even if treaty rights are 
violated. 

If American rights are flagrant- 
ly abused, however, it is possible 
that even patience will cease to be 
a virtue. : 

No one can charge President 
Coolidge with unfriendliness toward 
the present administration of Mex- 
ico. His refusal to lift the arms 
embargo shows a fixed determina- 
tion to help that government. -And 
naturally enough, on the eve of an- 
other national campaign—with less 
than two years to elapse before the 
next national convention of his 
party—he does not covet becoming 
involved in any kind of a church 
conflict. 

While all of this is true, dis- 
patches from Plymouth, Vt., where 
he has been for a few days, say he 
is keeping in close touch with the 
situation, and devoting much time 
to its analysis. 

That some kind of intervention is 
in store for Mexico in order to 
substitute tolerance for conscience- 
less intolerance is as inevitable as 
the laws of nature governing the 
planetary system.

Seeking the Sun’s Secret

An answer is being sought to a 
question as old as the day of Job. 
The problem is to learn the effect of 
the sun’s rays upon the meteorological 
conditions of the earth’s atmosphere. 

Several thousands of years .ago 
when poor old Job Was groveling on 
his ash-bank, suffering from boils and 
fool friends, God sought to teach him 
that the presence of mysteries of na- 
ture and Providence is no pretext for 
misery. 

God asked Job if he could send out 
lightning and it would return to say 
“Here am I’? Job could not say 
yes to that, but we of today, since 
Franklin roped the electric geni and 
Morse taught it the languages, can 


do it. 

God also asked Job if he could tell 
“the balancing of the clouds,” and, 
of course. Job couldn’t, but we can, 
and put the probable results into ‘The 
Constitution's daily wea report.

In the face of that question all 
the scientists of the world up to date 
have stood mute. It is a purely scien- 
tific question, but in its answer will 
lie untold benefits to Ith of 


humanity, because of the 1 dead- 
liness of east winds on ¢very conti- 
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the germ, and in such cases it may 
happen that after recovery from 
the fever a nidus or clump of the 
germs in the bile will become the 
center for the. deposit or accumula- 
tion of layer after layer of material 
from the bile, to form gallstone. 

Im certain cases of scarcely trouble- 
somé infection of the tonsils, gums or 
teeth, thanks to a special affinity -of 
the gérms thereof for mucous mem- 
brane, there occurs a focal infection 
—a lodgment of some of the germs 
in the gall tract, where the germs 
produce either chronic inflammation 
or, as an accidental event, gallstones. | 

It is ible, though not now so 
generally believed as formerly, that 
gallstones may form without the 
agency of germs. It may be that the 
bile of certain individuals is too thick, 
or contains too much cholesterin, or 
too great a concentration of some of 
the mineral elements, by reason of 
which there is a greater tendency for 
tle precipitation or deposit of solid 
matter to form a gallstone. 

The main reason why this latter 
theory of the formation of gallstones 
is still entertained by some physi- 
cians is that the condition is most 
common among fatish, sedentary wom- 
en. Fattish, lazy peope often blame 
their condition on a “torpid liver’’—a 
mere theory which they fondly cher- 
ish. Once upon a time the doctors 
themselves took some stock in such 
a theory. But with modern diagnos- 
tic methods the conception of a “tor- 
pid liver” or “thick bile’ seldom holds 
true. 

One thing modern physiological 
chemistry has-shown, however, is that 
a substance normally present in the 
bile, and called cholesterin, sort of a 
modified fatty material, constitutes a 
considerable portion of most gall- 
stones, and the proportion of this cho- 
lesterin present in the bile is found 
excessive in many cases of gallstone 
disease, as well as in cases of gall 
sac inflammation (called cholecystitis) 
without or before the formation of 
gallstones. 

It is impossible to tell when a gall- 
stone is beginning to form, in a case 
of gail sac or gal duct inflammation, 
and so many physicians think it wise 
to prescribe for such persons a diet 
poor in cholesterol (food material 
from which cholesterin may be de- 
rived). Briefly, the foods which con- 
tain considerable of this material are 
cream, yolk of egg, brain, liver, sweet- 
bread, kidneys and fish roe. These 
should be avoided. All forms of ani- 
mal fat should be taken only sparing- 
ly. Otherwise the diet is a go-as-you- 
please affair, though generally it is 
well to include liberal quantities of 
water, greens and fresh fruits. As 
such a diet also tends to prevent 
obesity it serves a donble purpose.

‘Manless Plane 


For Next War 


London, August’ 11—A _ pilotless, 
radio-controlled air ram is said to be 
the latest deadly weapon of war which 


France is preparing for use against 
her possible en.mies of the future. 
This steel-nosed airplane is said to 
have been demonstrated successfully 
at Querqueville, near Cherbourg, and 
to have given promise that it might, 
in time of war, dash straight at a 
formation of enemy airmen. wreaking 
havoc on their planes. British air 


service officials are intensely inter- 
ested in the reports of the new death- 
dealing device, for they realize that 
if it is perfected it will play havoc 
with close-formation flying, the back- 
bone of the British air tactics. 

The new manless plane is said to 
be so made that it can be directed 
either by radio from the ground or 
from the cockpit of an accompanying 
plane. Observers claim that they have 
seen the pilotless “ram” loop the 
loop and go through nearly all the 
stunt tactics of which a piloted ship 
is capable. 

If the reports on the plane are true 
it will add an important new element 
to modern warfare. Large fleets of 
these rams could be assembled for 
an attack on the enemy. Driving

The brilliant career of an army air 
ace, Lieutenant FE. H. Barksdale, who 
was cregted with having bagged half 
a dozen airplanes during the world 
war and who many times escaped death 
by a hair, was ended at McCook here 
today when he jumped from his plane 
and his parachute failed to open. 

Shot dewn from a high altitude and 
wounded during the world war. y Bese 
tenant Barksdale merely scoffed when 
death reached out to him. Time and 
again he grinned when his motor fail- 
ed and he was forced to jump. ° 

Today necessity . again . demanded 
that he jump. -While more than 1,000 
feet in. the -air, in full -view of F. 
Trubee Davison, assistant secretary 
of war in charge of aviation, his 
plaae went into a tail spin. 

Apparently realizing he -weuld be 
unable to right the plane, Lieutenant 
Barksdale jumped.  His- parachute 
caught in the fuselage and the plane 
swung over and over and the body of 
the officer was seem to fly through 
the air, ‘Thea, within 100 feet of the 
ground, his parfichute became loosen- 
edi——the ropes sawed in two—and the 
lieutenant was hurled. to the ground, 
He was killed instantly. 

Barksdale entered the army 
service soon after war was declared 
and in a short time his ability fa the 
air attracted the attention of His su- 
periors and he was sent to France. 

During his service with the expedi- 
tionary force he was officially credited 
with having bagged four planes, while 
unofficial records say he brought 
down seven. 

Barksdale was only stationed here 
temporarily. His assignment called 
for 18m to test planes and new devices 
with which the government heped to 
make the air safe for its fliers. It 
was during one of these tests today 
that he met death. |

London Cotton Conference 
Fails To Adopt Standards 
On World Cotton Staples 


American Officials, How- 
ever, AreConfident Some 
Action Will Be Taken at 


Washington Conference 


London, August 11.—(#)—The cot- 
ton conference today at the American 
embassy between members of the va- 
rious cotton associations ef Europe 
and America failed to adopt world 
standards for cotton staples, but the 
American officials who attended the 
conference are far from dissatisfied 
with the outcome. 

The meeting was called at the ini- 
tiative of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture \because of the 
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feeling that with the present grade 
and color agreements working so 
smoothly it would be wise to go a 
step further and adop® standards for 
‘the length of cotton fibre. To that 
end the department of agriculture 
recently invited representatives of the 
various European and American cot- 
ton associations to consider the ques- 
tion. The meeting here today was at- 
tended by 35 cotton men including a 
delegation of nine from the United 
‘States representing the American 
Cotton Shippers’ association and five 
representatives of the department of 
agriculture. " 7 

Lloyd Tenny, who headed the agri- 
cultural department forces, in a long 
address reviewed the whole situation 
and urged the need for fixing stand- 
ards of staple lengths. 

The meeting was very friendly and 
a statement issued later explained 
that a majority of the European cot- 
ton men were unwilling to take any 
action toward adopting such _ stand- 
ards. “They will submit at a later 
date aestatement detailing their rea- 
sons... The minority delegates favor- 
ing the adoption of such standards 
hope for an early agreement. 

Mr. Tenny in his address expressed 
the American department’s willing- 
ness, if details were satisfactorily 
worked out, to hold biennial confer- 
ences for the preparation of represen- 
tative types of fibre and to safeguard 
legally and otherwise the effectiveness 
of such standards as might be 
adopted. 

It was felt that a.step of this im- 
portance was hardly to be achieved 
as the result of the first meeting, but 
hopefulness was expressed, despite 
the negative outcome of today’s ses- 
sion, that useful results would be 
achieved ultimately. 

The next biennial meeting on grade 
and color of cotton staples will be 
held in Washington in 1927 and it 
is not impossible today’s subject will 
be brought up again at that time. 

The European associations repre- 
sented at the meeting here today 
were the Liverpeol and Manchester 
Cotton associations, the federation of 
master cotton spinners and represen-

Williamstown, Mass., August 11.— 
(?)—The chemist was pictured as the 
great peace-maker at the Institute of 
Politics today. “Many wars in the 
past,” said Dr. John Teeple, treas- 
urer of the’ Americar Chemical so- 
ciety, “have been waged for the pos- 
session of land, and the land was 
communly wanted b>ause it preduced 
certain raw materials that seemed ab- 
solutely necessary. 

“The role of the chemist comes in 
his insistence that .specific raw ma- 
terials are less and leas necessary 
each year to supply the world’s needs, 
and so each year he reduces the cause 
of friction among nations.” 

Dr. ©. L. Parsons, secretary of the 
chemical society, expressed the opin- 
ion that the time would come when 
chemistry would be the controlling 
factor in the list of nations. “In 
the future,” he said, “it will be the 
nation which most thoroughly util- 
lizes its chemical personnel that will 
control the world’s affairs rather 
than the one that has the greatest 
resources of the present raw materials 
within its borders.”

GEORGIA TOBACCO 
PAILES HIGHER 


Bright tobacco prices averaging 
over SO cents a pound higher than the 
prevailing figure for the first week 
of last ‘year's market season coupled 
with the announcement of the best 
prospective corn crop since 1921 and 
a record peach crop brought a word 
of cheer to Georgia farmers from the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture through its monthly crop report, 
made public today. 


The report fixed the average price 
of tobacco at 24.33 cents a pound as 
compared with 15.93 cents for the 
opening market week of 1925. On 
August 1 the indicated tobacco crop 
was 35,088,000 pounds as compared 
with 45,039,000 peunds in 1925, the 
report said, attributing the decreased 
production to reduced acreage. 


INDUSTRIAL OUTPUT 
RECORD IS REPORTED 


Washington, August 11.— (4) — 
Record industrial activity during the 
first six months of this year, despite 
a recession in April and May, was 
reported today by the federal reserve 
board. It was accompanied by a 
stationary level of wholesale prices 
about 5 per cent below that of a year 
ago. 

The automobile industry and the 
production of iron, steel and building 
material contributed chiefly to the 
exceptionally large volume of ouput 
this year. The building industry, 
however, was gradually falling off 
and was less active in June than a 
year ago. 

Distribution ef the record indus- 
trial ouput to consumers wus main 
tained, the board said, and likewise 
the demand of foreign customers con- 
tinued. 

Bank credit also increased to a 
record volume. The growth of $900,- 
000,000 in loans and investments of 
federal reserve mbers bank in- 
cluded an increasé of about $355,- 
000,000 in loans on securities; $340,- 
000,000 in other loans, largely com- 
mercial, and about $170,000,000 in 
investments.

Zebulon was 
n the midst of a camp meeting, but 
that did not deter a number of voters 
from being on hand to hear him al- 
though no advertising had been given 
the meeting whatsoever. The meet- 
ing was well published in Thomaston 
and the courtroom was well filled. 
“Any lawyer in Georgia who has been 
practicing law 12 months and who 
isn’t in the employ of the highway 
department will tell you that John 
Holder has only 49.5 miles to allot 
throughout the state,’’ said Mr. Cars- 
well. “And yet he has stretched it 
from Rabun Gap to Tybee Light and 
from Walker county to Ware. It’s 
the longest 49 miles I ever saw. 

“What did he do for Hart county? 
After he had given them bridges and 

e, it looked like Dr. Hardman 
would carry the county, but John 
Holder wasn’t asleep with the state’s 
money, He went back to Hart county 
and gave them an additional mile, 
and $30,000 to win the votes of Hart 
county. 

“What did he do in Clayton coun- 
ty? Gave them one of the best roads 
in the state, and they didn’t put up 
even one-tenth of the cost. Certainly 
Clayton county is supporting John 
Holder. But how about your roads 
in Pike and Upson? 

“John Holder's political supporters 
have too much sense to let him open 
his mouth. They know he can’t defend 
himself. Even one of his newspaper 
supporters said recently that the only 
way for John Holder to win was to 

his mouth shut. But the voters 
of Georgia are already demanding an 
accounting of his stewardship. 

“We have given him millions of dol- 
lars every year, and now what has he 
to show for it? Less than 400 miles 
of paved roads in four years. But John 
Holder would have the road building 
machinery of the state of Georgia 
build his paved roads to the gover- 
nor’s chair. 

“I defy him to open his mouth on 
these campaign issues. I'll meet him 
anywhere. He knows he has deceived 
the people of Georgia with all these 
road hearings. He has made the voters 
of this state ridiculous.”
